Crude riethod of Mlnlnf by the 
SavagM Defcrlbed. 



"It is not iiniiri)li.ilili' that ere 
loPR we ni.iy liavr to rerkoii with 
these islands in tiie far I'.nst as 
factors in the world's Rold produc- 
tion," says an English writer whose 
notes are reprinted by the Bureau 
of Foreign Commerce of the State 
Department. "That the prerioiis 
metal is widely distributed in the 
areliipehiKo is known to all who 
know a little more ol il lli.Tii its 
name, but they arc few in iiumlier. 
Few, also, are the sources whence 
informetion can be drawn. Not 
five books in the English language 
are worth consulting about them. 
Crawford's History of the Indian 
Arcliipt lago, juililislied early in 
this century, is still the student's 
text-linol;. \\'li,iti V( r lins been 
piibiislied since then, when it rises 
above the level of a mere traveler's 
tale, is cither not comprehensive or 
not reliable. The work of Jagor, 
the German naturalist, of which 
there exists a fairly good Enj^lish 
translation, is rough and fraf^menl- 
ary, and not rarely wroiif; in its 
Henernli/ ilioiis. ♦ ' » 

"The number of the islands 
which form the Thillipinc Archi 
pelago will astonish many readers 
It is ssid to spproach two thous 
and. There are two among them 
larger than Ireland, namely, Luzon 
with .(2, 000 .ind Mindanao with 
38,000 srpiare miles, and there are 
Other islands with 5,500, 5,000, 
4,500,4,000, 3,500 and 3,000 scji'are 
miles. ' ' ' I he character of 
the fauna and flora of the Pbillip- 
ine islands is to a certain extent of 
the Melanesian or Australian type, 
and differs widely from that of the 
Malayan Archipelago, from which 
it is separated by a narrow, but 
very deep strip o( sea. Tin- I'liil 
lipines rejoice in that distinctly 
Australian bird, the cockatoo, as 
an indigenous meuiber of their 
avifauna, and in the entire absence 
of the tiger or any other represen- 
tative of the large Felida-. There 
are reasons for the hypothesis that 
the riiillipine Kl.tnds are peaks, 
mount.iiii ri.l^i s .ind InMe lands of 
a submerged continent, which in a 
ery early geological period ex- 
tended to Australia. The geology 
of the Phillipine Islands is to a 
very large extent a matter of con 
jecture. Their conformation an<l 
the exuberantly luxurious tropical 
vegetation render surveys and ex- 
plorations more than ordinarly dif- 
hcult. Only a few districts have 
been cursorily surveyed and re- 
ported on. * • * 

"The archipelago lies between 
4.40 and 20 north latitude, and 
116.40 and 126.30 east longitude. 
The seasons are divided into hot 
and cool, or wet and dry, and vary 
accordinii to the aspect of the coun- 
try. Regions exposed to the south- 
west monsoon have their wet sea- 
son, while on the other side of the 
mountains people enjoy the dry 
season. The rniiifall is not exces- 
sive lor the tropics, nor is it con- 
tinuous, for occasional breaks les- 
sen the discomforts of the wet 
season. Theclimateisver^ health- 
ful for the tropics, and diseases — 
e. R., yellow fever — are unknown. 

"The bulk of the natives are of a 
race akin to the Malajs, tliotigh 
pure Malays are only settled on 
the south coast of Mindanao and 
the neighboring islands, where at 
times tbey give a little trouble to 
the suthorities. In the interior of 
Luzon and some of the other is- 
lands the remnants of a race of na- 
tives of undoubtedly Papuan ori- 
gin are found, still as untamed ami 
given to roving through the for- 
ests, as the Spaniards found them 
over 300 years ago. They, like 
their Australian kinsmen, fly from 
civilization and succumb when 
forced into ronlnrt with it. * * • 

" I lu re 1- lu) iloiilit that mining 
(or the precious metal war. prac- 
ticed in the islands loii^ tiefore the 
advent of fhe Spanianis. In fact 
it may be that the alluvial deposits, 
accessible to the Chinese and Ma- 
lay traders, who had intercourse 
with the Islands long before they 
were known to ICuropeans, have 
bee n to a ^ftat ( .\t< nt worked over 
and over again. The tools which 
the natives use — a washing board 
and a wooden bowl- are of great 
antiquity, and form a prominent 
feature in the household utensils of 
all native villages in the auriferous 
regions. • • • Hoiilders and 
fragments of cpiarl/ with \isilil( 
gold occur in many alluvial depos 
its in the islands, and it is not 
likely that the natives would have 
thrown them aside without endeav- 
oring to extract the gold. This 
they probably did, as they do it 
even now.by pulverizing the quartz 
by hand and washing it like tli< > 
wash the auriferous gravijl and 
sand. The only improvement on 
this rude process was the introduc- 
tion by the Spaniards in some dis- 
tricts of the Mexican 'arrastra,' a 
block of rock moved by buflalo 
power like a millstone on a nether 
block. The charge of an arrastra 
is about 250 pounds. I'lont gold 
anil auriferous pyrites ar<' lost in 
the process. It is doubtful whether 
to this day the natives are aware 
of the auriferous character of the 
pyrites, which almost always ac- 
company the auriferous quartz, 
sometimes in not inconsiderable 
proportions. 

"Copper is found in man)- parts 
of the i'hillipines, and cupreous 
p) rites is not iinfreiiuently met 
with accompanying "piari/. veins, 
but in such small qiiautitics as to 
exclude all commercial value. In 
the central mountain ranges of 
Luzon, however, between Cagayan 
lud I locos, considerable deposits 
ol copper ore are distributed and 
have been worked by a tribe of

necessary capital. 

".\t one time the Ljovcrnment 
att.Tchcil "^o much importance to 
the co.nl deposits in Ccbii that it 
established a monopoly, but this 
was soon abandoned and the indus- 
try thrown open to all comers. For 
a time coal mining in Cebu became 
quite a rage, any number of con- 
cessions were taken up, and sev- 
eral companies established for their 
development. In one or two cases 
a considerable amount of capital 
was expended. . Although faults 
frequently occur, large quantities 
ol workable coal were found, but 
the absence of roads aitd the ne- 
cessity of investing large sums in 
railways in order to meet the com- 
pi titioii from I'lnglani!, .\ustrali.T, 
and Japan soon caused a reaction 
and put a stop to the industry. The 
present annual production of Cebu 
does not meet one-tenth of the de- 
mand of Manila, where the annual 
consumption of coal exceeds 60, •

"The mest serious impendiment 
to mining in the I'hilippines is the 
utter absence of practicable roads. 
The natives with their primitive 
ways ol working do not feel the 
want of roads. They trudge con- 
tentedly single file, laden with 
their simple implements through 
the trackliTs prinu \ al forests, cut- 
ting their way patiently llirough 
endless tangles of lianas and sway- 
ing labyrinths of Inxuriaot green- 
ery, which would make a botan- 
ist's heart swell. In many parts 
vehicles of any kind are unknown; 
in others, their only representa- 
tive is the creaking country car, 
drawn by a pair of stolid buffa- 
loes."

You 
can't lose Company A. We are 
also ahead of them all for orderlies 
(or General Holing's headquarters, 
where there are the entire three 
regimenta to draw from, the Six- 
teenth Pennsylvania, Second Wis- 
consin and Third Kentucky. We 
are briRaded with these two rcgi- 
ments, and the brigade is in com- 
mand of General Huling. We are 
in the First Division. Fiist Corps, 
Third Brigade. 

The dust hail been very bad and 
drinking water scarce, otherwise 
we have a model camp and every- 
thinR is very reRiilur, which makes 
it a healthy one. Itiit we had a 
hard rain this iiiorninR which laid 
the dust and it has been rainiuR 
all the afternoon. It is now quite 
pleasant and will continue ao for 
a few daya. Better thinga are in 
Btore for the third. We will break 
camp in a day or two and move 
about a mile further south, away 
from the duaty road and nearer 
the water. 

That the world is not so wide as 
we aometimea think ia illustrated 
daily here by our meeting aome 
one whom we have known at some 
former time. Lee Head, formerly 
of Madison ville, i.s here with an 
Arkansas re|;iment, and Albert 
Rigg**! who also used to live in 
Madisonville, is here, with others 
whose names 1 cio not now recall.

A letter from Carl Woolfolk of 
Company A. Third Kentucky Vol- 
unteers, at Chickamauga, under 
date of June 7th, written to Mr. 
John Twyman. of Earlington, con- 
tains some interesting information 
about tbe boys of tbe gallant Third 
and their surronndinga and doinga. 
By courtesy of Mr. Twymaa Thi 
Bf.e publishes a portloa of the let- 
ter. He writes: 

■'We will be equipped in a few days. We 
are now drilling four boars a day. Uei up 
at yyo o'clock and go to bed at 9 ij. We 
are brigaded with tbe i6ih Pennsylvania 
and and Witcontio, nnder Gen. Hewlil. 
We like here ttettar than Lexington, but it 
it is warmer hata thaa ia Xaatacky. Have 
been aronad ovtr Iba battlaflold tome. It 
is very iatareating to walk around over the 
balllefield and read tbe inscriptions on the 
different monnmenlt and tablets. We drill 
in Ibe "Kelley" field where the righting 
wat very hot. There are two batteriee in 
the field in the tame position aa Ihajr 'wore 
wban they ware fighting. Aboal htty 
yardt from where wo an esaiBa< ia a bat- 
tery of fonr gviM that ehselad the last 
Union charge. 

Chickamauga Tark is atMUt twelve 
miles square. We were lucky in gelling a 

food place lo camp. We are alx>ul a mile 
rom Lytle, Ga., where we got off the 
train, anid where iba government supply 
depots are located. A l>akery bat just 
been finished there with Ibe capacity of 
40.000 loavet of bread a day. to we are 
now getting bread instead ol hard lack. 

We have plenty of wash water, which 
comes through a six inch pipe from Ihe 
riv rr, but drinking water is grlting pretty 
scarce and a good many of the wells are 
dry. It don't look like there had been any 
rain here for a moolh or more. The dust 
ia aa inch thick everywhere.

Tobacco CvDp B aper thig Stappod. 

In announcing the abandonment 
ol the attempt to report upon the 
production of tobacco in this conn 
try the Secretary of Agriculture 
says: "Figures concerning to- 
bacco published by this depart- 
ment for 1896 fall so manifeatly 
short of the actual production, aa 
disclosed by the reports of the 
Treasury Department on the 
amount ot tobacco of domestic 
production upon which the reve- 
nue tax has been paid, that it is 
impossible to present a report for 
1897 that will comamnd the confi- 
dence either of tbe trade or of the 
department itself. It is exceed- 
ingly doubtful whether tbe to- 
bacco production of the country 
by states can be ascertained even 
approximately without the em 
ploynient of supplementary agen- 
cies at considerable expense, and 
in view of the reduction of the ap- 
propriation made by Congress for 
the statistical work of the depart- 
ment, and considering also the 
near approach of the Federal 
census, it is scarcely likely that 
any further attempt will be made 
to gather statistics concerning this 
branch of the agricultural industry 
until the next cenaua aball have 
fumiahed a new baaia aa to tbe 
amount produced and the distri- 
bution of the productive area."

LouK before 
His death II'' kM< w that He niupt din as 
a martyr, uud yet unflinchingly and 
steadfastly He turned Hia faro toward 
Jerusalem to meet the criaiaof His life, 
and when it came, with a calm oonrage 
and fortitude that impressed itself npon 
all who saw Him die.

A certain 
prophet uaraad Agabus came down from 
Jerusalem, "took Piinl's girdle nnd 
bound his own hands and feet and said, 
"Tbna sayeth tbo Holy ( ihoHt, ko shall 
tho Jews at Jernaalem hind tbo man 
who owneth this girdlu nnd Khnll deliver 
blm into tbo bonds of tbe gentiles." 
Then all tried to persuade I'uul not to 
go to Jerusalem, but he bravely replied, 
"What mean ye to weep and to bMi|k 
my heart, for I am ready not to ^ 
bound only, bnt to die nt JcruMlem rar 
the name of tbo Lord Jesus'r" Nor was 
this magnifloeut language a more idle 
boast Panl meant it, and be proved it 
by bla anbaeqnent history. Lot ns re- 
oelf e an inapiration from tbe examples of 
ObrM» Panl and all heroio Ohristiana 
Bible Beadinga— Mum. xiii, 30; Dent 
sxxi, 6; Joshua 1, e, 7; Judg. iv, 14-16;
